The  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Resident  Physician, 
presented  herewith,  contains,  besides  other  information,  a 
statement  of  the  expenditures  of  the  year,  and  is  accompa- 
nied by  the  reports  of  the  medical  staff.  These  reports  give 
in  detail  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital,  and 
the  number  treated  in  the  Out-patient  departments  during 
the  year,  with  classified  statements  of  their  diseases  and  the 
results  of  treatment. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  during  the 
year  was  5,167,  and  they  were  under  treatment  an  average 
of  21.62  days  each,  making  a  total  of  111,709  days,  or 
15,958  weeks.  The  entire  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital 
during  the  year  was  at  the    rate   of    $9.74-f- 

per'week $155,499  45

Leaving,  therefore,  the  sum  of         .  .        $140,022  67 

as  the  cost  to  the  city  of  treating  4,438  non-paying  patients, 
for  a  total*  of  14,929  weeks.  But  after  deducting  money 
received  from  pay-patients,  stock  on  hand  (extraordinary 
expenses,  such  as  alterations  and  additions  complete  renova- 
tions of  old  wards,  etc.,  not  included  in  the  maintenance 
for  this  year) ,  and  averaging  the  net  cost  of  maintaining  the 
Hospital  for  the  year,  among  all  the  patients  treated,  we  find 
the  average  cost  to  the  city,  of  board  for  each  patient,  was 
$8.39  per  week. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  explains  in  detail  the 
expenditures  made  during  the  year  in  maintaining  the  Hos- 
pital. 
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The  number  of  persons  under  treatment  has  been  5,167, 
which  is  the  largest  on  record  here,  and  106  more  than  last 
year.  A  study  of  the  movement  of  the  population  of  the 
Hospital  year  by  year  will  show  a  very  steadily  increasing 
ratio  in  the  number  treated. 

During  the  past  year  the  largest  number  of  patients  in  the 
Hospital  at  any  one  time  was  nine  more  than  the  previous 
year;  the  smallest  number  at  any  one  time  260.  The 
average  length  of  stay  was  21^  days.  Last  year  6,152  ap- 
plicants were  examined  for  admission ;  this  year,  6,072. 
Last  year  1,372  applicants  were  denied  admission  ;  this  year, 
1,241 ,  or  131  less.  This  has  been  accomplished  only  by  a  more 
rapid  movement  in  the  population  of  the  Hospital,  the  cases 
being  more  largely  of  an  acute  nature  sooner  recovered  ; 
and  also  by  a  compulsory  movement  of  incurable  cases  to  the 
charge  of  their  friends,  or  to  some  other  institution. 

The  net  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital  has  been 
$2,853.75  more  than  last  year.  If,  however,  this  increase 
of  expenditure  is  divided  by  a  still  larger  increased  ratio  of 
admissions,  the  average  cost  to  the  city  for  the  board  and 
treatment  of  each  patient  is  $8.39  per  week  against  $8.70  for 
the  previous  year,  making  a  decrease  of  thirty-one  cents  per 
week  in  cost  per  patient.  This  is  a  satisfactory  showing  for 
the  year's  work,  and  this  price  cannot  be  diminished  much 
and  do  properly  the  work  demanded  in  a  large  metropolitan 
hospital  of  the  first  order,  practically  devoted  to  acute  dis- 
eases and  surgery.  The  total  expenditure  of  the  year 
includes  some  special  expenses  not  belonging  to  the  ordinary 
cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital ;  but  there  has  been  no 
special  appropriation  for  these  extras. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  oldest  wards, 
which  had  suffered  greatly  by  the  wear  and  tear  of  twenty 
years.  The  four  wards  B,  C,  F,  and  G  have  been  vacated 
in  turn,  and  thoroughly  done  over,  and  their  sanitary  condi- 
tion is  now  as  nearly  perfect  as  the  structures  which  contain 
them  will  permit.  The  Rinse  House  has  been  demolished 
and  a  larger  one  built,  with  improved  facilities.*  Much  of 
the  old  plumbing  has  been  torn  out,  and  replaced  by  a  safer 
and  better  outfit.  Various  other  parts  of  the  Hospital  have 
been  thoroughly  renovated  and  repaired.  The  special  ar- 
rangements in  hospitals,  and  the  fact  that  the  sick  must  be 
separated  in  a  larger  number  of  buildings  and  not  massed 
together,  makes  the  repairs  a  much  more  expensive  item  of 
expenditure  than  in  other  public  institutions. 

The  attention  of  the  City  Government  is  again  called  to 
the  great  need  of  enlarged  and  better  accommodations  in  the 
Out-Patient  Departments.     This  matter  has  been  repeatedly

urged,    and    the    Trustees    feel  they  cannot  do  better  than 
quote  from  their  last  report :  — 

The  Oat-Patient  Departments  show  an  increase  in  numbers  treated 
and  visits  made.  These  departments  are  constantly  growing  in  value. 
Many  applicants  are  not  seriously  ill,  and  do  not  require  continuous 
nursing,  or  grave  surgical  operation,  and  yet  they  are  incapacitated 
from  work.  The  advice  and  treatment  rendered  put  them  in  a  condition 
to  maintain  themselves  by  returning  to  work,  and  thus  pro  rata  accom- 
plishes the  same  result  as  treatment  in  the  Hospital.  It  is  a  matter  of 
great  economy,  because  successful  treatment  as  out-patients  saves  to  the 
citv  the  vastly  increased  cost  of  admitting  them  to  the  wards.  It  thus 
becomes  as  important  a  part  of  our  duty  to  the  sick  poor  that  this  ser- 
vice should  be  as  well  conducted  as  any  department  of  the  Hospital. 
The  tables  in  the  Superintendent's  report  are  interesting,  showing  the 
work  accomplished  in  these  departments;  and  also  proving,  by  com- 
parison with  previous  reports,  the  rapidly  increasing  demands.  Dur- 
ing the  last  year  41,802  visits  were  made  to  the  various  departments  for 
out-patients.  This  is  the  largest  number  ever  treated,  and  is  fifty-five 
per  cent,  more  than  the  number  treated  ten  yeai's  ago.  There  are  more 
departments;  additional  physicians  and  surgeonsare  necessary,  because 
the  work  is  more  extended,  and  more  thorough  methods  are  adopted  for 
treatment  and  relief.  The  accommodations,  however,  remain  the  same, 
wholly  inadequate,  badly  arranged,  and  inconvenient  in  many  ways. 
The  complaints  of  the  staff,  and  our  own  observation,  bring  this  matter 
frequently  before  us.  The  money  required  for  an  absolute  and  ready 
relief  is  not  large,  and  is  small  in  comparison  to  the  benefits  rendered 
to  the  poor  of  the  city.  We  recommend  a  special  appropriation  for  this 
object. 

The  number  of  visits  made  this  year  by  out-patients  was 
44,419  against  41,802  last  year.  This  does  not  include  a 
considerable  number  who  were  referred  to  other  dispensaries 
and  Out-patient  departments,  because  we  could  not  properly 
treat  them  ;  nor  to  others  who  have  voluntarily  gone  away 
untreated  because  our  insufficient  facilities  would  not  permit 
their  treatment,  except  at  great  cost  of  time.  The  City 
Hospital  suffers  greatly  in  comparison  because  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Hospital,  the  Boston  Dispensary,  and  other  out- 
patient departments  have  now  commodious  and  model  new 
buildings.  It  is,  moreover,  not  only  a  hardship  to  the  sick 
poor  who  come  here  as  out-patients,  but  a  serious  incon- 
venience to  the  physicians  and  surgeons  who  give  their  time 
and  services  to  the  city.  This  much-needed  improvement 
should  receive  the  early  attention  of  the  City  Government. 

Since  the  last  report  the  Trustees  have  nearly  completed  a 
new  building,  a  "  Dormitory  for  Nurses."  It  is  located  on 
the  land  placed  under  their  authority  for  future  hospital 
extensions  on  Harrison  avenue,  corner  of  East  Springfield 
street.  The  building-  is  brick  with  brown-stone  trimmings, 
and  has  f'onr  stories  and  a  basement.  It  is  constructed  to 
accommodate  69  nurses,  with  sleeping-rooms,  parlors,  bath- 
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rooms,  and  lavatories.  The  basement  contains  the  kitchen, 
dining-room,  trunk  and  store  rooms,  and  rooms  for  boiler 
and  coal.  The  building  is  sufficiently  near  completion  to 
warrant  us  in  saying  that  it  is  admirably  adapted  to  the  uses 
for  which  it  is  intended.  The  rooms  vacated  by  the  nurses 
in  the  Hospital  will  afford  room  for  nearly  fifty  more  patients. 
The  number  of  available  beds  will  then  reach  425. 

The  Trustees  are  grateful  that  an  appropriation  has  been 
made  for  two  new  buildings  for  the  treatment  of  patients 
with  contagious  diseases.  This  great  need  has  been  re- 
peatedly pointed  out,  and  we  trust  that  soon  the  Hospital 
will  be  in  a  condition  to  answer  all  demands  made  upon  it  by 
the  public. 

The  necessity  of  a  new  stable  for  the  ambulance  and  hos- 
pital carriages  has  been  previously  indicated.  The  report  of 
the  Superintendent  plainly  states  our  need. 

There  have  been  more  changes  in  the  Hospital  staff  than 
usual.  W.  C.  B.  Fifield,  M.D.,  resigned  as  Visiting  Surgeon, 
and  has  been  placed  upon  the  Consulting  Board.  Win.  H. 
Thorndike,  M.D.,  Visiting  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital  for  nine- 
teen years,  has  been  removed  by  sudden  death.  His  con- 
spicuous career  as  surgeon  to  this  Hospital  will  long  be 
remembered  by  hundreds  of  patients  who  have  received  the 
benefits  of  his  skill,  and  by  the  medical  profession  for  his 
instruction. 

The  following  gentlemen  who  were  surgeons  to  out-pa- 
tients have  been  elected  visiting  surgeons  ;  W.  P.  Bolles, 
M.D.,  Edward  H.  Bradford,  M.D.,  and  Abner  Post,  M.D. 

The  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  C.  Ellery  Sted- 
man,  M.D.,  has  been  filled  by  the  election  of  Edward  J. 
Forster,  M.D.,  physician  to  out-patients. 

The  following  o-entlemen  have  been  elected :  E.  H. 
Buckingham,  M.D.,  physician  to  out-patients  ;  M.  F.  Gavin, 
M.D.,  H.  L.  Bun-ell,  M.D.,  and  Francis  S.  Watson,  M.D., 
surgeons  to  out-patients.  Geo.  H.  Bixby,  M.D.,  has  re- 
signed his  position  as  physician  to  Out-Patient  Department 
for  Diseases  of  Women,  and  C.  M.  Green,  M.D.,  was  elected 
to  his  place.  The  following  appointments  have  also  been 
made  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  Nervous  Diseases  : 
Francis  H.  Brown,  M.D.,  physician  to  Department  for  Dis- 
eases of  the  Ear;  Geo.  H.  Tilden,  M.D.,  physician  to  De- 
partment for  Diseases  of  Skin  ;  Franklin  H.  Hooper,  M.D., 
to  Department  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat. 

The  following  assistants  to  various  out-patient  departments 
have  been  elected  :  P.  C.  Knapp,  Jr.,  M.D.,  to  Department 
for  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System  ;  Geo.  C.  Leland,  M.D., 
to  Department  for  Diseases  of  Throat. 
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The  new  office  of  Registrar  has  been  filled  by  the  election 
of  H.  B.  Whitney,  M.D. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  the  gentlemen  of  the 
Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  for  their  skilful  services.  The 
labors  of  those  gentlemen  are  important  factors  in  the  great 
good  accomplished  by  the  Hospital. 

To  the  clergymen,  the  Hospital  visitors  to  the  sick,  the 
Flower  Mission,  the  Hospital  Newspaper  Mission,  and  many 
others,  a  grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  for  their  contri- 
butions of  work  and  tokens  for  the  comfort  and  the  spiritual 
and  physical  well-being  of  the  patients  of  our  Hospital. 

The  excellent  condition  of  the  Hospital,  the  Training- 
School,  and  the  various  services  bear  testimony  to  the  effi- 
cient work  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  officers  associated 
with  him.

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The  foregoing  statistics  show  that  the  total  expenditure 
during  the  past,  year  has  been  $155,499.45.  This  sum  is 
reduced  to  $145,010.54  by  deducting  from  the  total  expen- 
diture the  cost  of  alterations  and  additions,  building  rinse- 
house,  renovating  four  wards,  new  appliances,  etc.,  which  are 
not  chargeable  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Hospital. 
This  amount  includes  every  expenditure,  and  gives  a  cost  of 
$9.74  per  week  for  each  patient.  If,  however,  we  allow  for 
the  difference  in  stock  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  the  year, 
the  income  from  paying  patients,  sale  of  old  material,  and 
the  extraordinary  expenses,  etc.,  not  chargeable  to  the  main- 
tenance for  this  year,  we  have  as  a  net  cost  to  the  city  of  run- 
ning the  Hospital  $133,118.70,  or  per  capita  for  each  patient 
treated  during  the  year  $8.39  per  week,  or  31  cents  less  than 
last  year. 

The  income  from  paying  patients  has  been  $15,476.78,  an 
increase  of  $1,710.71  over  last  year. 

The  largest  number  of  patients  at  any  one  time  was  357, 
against  348  last  year;  the  smallest  number  was  260,  against 
235  last  year.  The  daily  average  was  306,  which  is  nearly 
20  more  than  last  year.  The  whole  number  under  treatment 
was  106  more  than  last  year,  and  the  average  stay  of  each 
patient  was  ^  days  more  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  with  accidental  injuries 
was  676,  or  145  more  than  last  year.  Of  all  patients  ad- 
mitted 188  died  within  48  hours  after  admission,  which  is  15 
more  than  last  year.  The  rate  of  mortality  was  .099  per 
cent.  If  from  the  total  number  of  deaths  we  deduct  those 
brought  to  the  Hospital  in  a  dying  condition,  the  annual 
mortality  is  reduced  from  .099  to  .062. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  statistics,  the  benefits  of  the 
Hospital  have  been  received  by  17,172  persons.  Of  6,072 
patients  examined  for  admission  1,241  have  been  rejected, 
and  the  reasons  will  be  found  tabulated  in  a  special  place. 
A  comparison  of  the  rejection  of  patients  this  }^ear  with 
previous  years  shows  the  ratio  to  be  (within  reasonable 
limits)  about  the  same  for  each  class.  The  tendency  is 
to  refer  a  larger  number  of  applicants  to  the  various  Out- 
patient departments,  because  with  better  facilities  for  work 
they  can  receive  better  service  than  formerly.  The  ad- 
missions are  in  favor  of  acute  cases,  and  the  beds  in  the 
wards  are  more  uniformly  occupied  by  patients  absolutely 
requiring  them.  There  is  a  large  class  of  chronic  and  in- 
curable cases,  especially  pulmonary  phthisis,  that  might  be 
in  a  measure  benefited  by  admission.  Applicants  having 
phthisis  appeal  especially  to  our  sympathies,  and  the  city 
should  provide    larger  accommodations  for  this   class    else-

where.  Of  0,072  applicants  only  125  were  rejected  for  want 
of  room.  Most  of  these  had  contagious  diseases,  and  they 
applied  in  the  winter  months,  when  the  wards  were  crowded. 

This  cause  for  rejection  will  soon  be  partially  removed, 
when  rooms  now  occupied  l>y  nurses  are  vacated,  and  more 
completely  obviated  when  the  new  special  wards  are  erected. 

The  question  of  responsibility  in  the  rejection  of  applicants 
is  always  a  grave  and  delicate  one,  requiring  the  greatest  dis- 
crimination. The  limitations  of  space  for  certain  diseases, 
and  other  unavoidable  reasons,  have  often  made  it  necessary 
to  reject  cases.  Criticisms  upon  such  action,  though  generally 
based  upon  misapprehension,  have  been  and  always  will  be 
made,  to  a  certain  extent,  by  the  public.  Such  complaints 
always  will  be  patiently  heard,  and  if  necessary,  the  rea- 
sons for  action  given.  It  is  believed  that  few  cases  have 
been  sent  away  where  the  circumstances  did  not  warrant  it ; 
but  the  large  majority  are  admitted  with  the  least  possible 
formality. 

This  subject  is  constantly  recurring,  and  it  is  proper, 
and  assists  in  giving  publicity  to  the  difficulties  surrounding 
the  question  of  the  admission  of  applicants,  to  quote  from 
my  last  report:  "The  Hospital  is  sought  by  other  classes, 
which  are  unsuitable,  —  professional  malingerers,  shiftless  and 
improvident  wanderers,  victims  of  syphilis  and  vice,  incapable 
or  unwilling  to  attempt  self-support.  They  rotate  in  their 
application  between  various  hospitals  and  charitable  institu- 
tions, and  are  almost  always  armed  with  a  letter  from  some 
citizen,  obtained  by  deception  or  through  misplaced  sym- 
pathy. Due  inquiry  and  close  scrutiny  must  be  made  in  the 
classes  previously  mentioned.  Mistakes  may  sometimes 
occur,  but  we  confidently  believe  very  few  legitimate  ca.es 
are  denied.  The  Hospital  is  for  the  worthy  sick  poor  of 
Boston,  and  to  them  it  ought  to  be  easy  of  access,  and  it  is, 
with  as  little  formality  as  possible." 

The  finances  of  the  year  may  be  considered  satisfactory. 
The  average  number  of  patients  treated  is  increasing  every 
year,  and  calls  for  a  greater  expenditure.  The  cost  per 
week  for  each  patient  has  been  31  cents  less  than  last  year. 
This  decrease  -applied  to  the  total  week's  board  shows  a 
comparative  saving  of  $4,946  in  the  aggregate.  We  have 
always  advocated  a  liberal  expenditure  in  the  treatment  of 
the  sick,  and  no  niggardly  policy  or  unwise  restriction 
should  be  placed  in  the  way  of  what  is  necessary  and  reason- 
able. 

Much  work  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  to  com- 
plete a  plan  entered  upon  for  the  thorough  renovation  of  all 
the   wards   and   adjacent    working   part    of    the   Hospital. 
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Wards  B,  C,  F,  and  G  have  been  successively  vacated,  and 
each  has  received  the  fullest  repairs  possible  to  restore  them 
to  their  original  sanitary  condition,  and  many  desirable  im- 
provements have  been  effected  to  assist  the  daily  work.  These 
wards  are  now  in  as  perfect  a  sanitary  condition  ns  our  re- 
sources and  the  structures  Avill  permit,  and  the  benefit  is  seen 
in  the  almost  entire  absence  of  any  unfavorable  appearance  in 
wounds  or  unwished-for  pathological  manifestations  not  im- 
ported. The  woodwork  and  walls  have  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  painted  ;  ceilings  and  cornices  colored  ;  the  lavato- 
ries, bath,  clothes,  linen,  and  dining-rooms  attached,  have  been 
included  in  these  renovations.  All  floors  have  been  planed, 
filled,  and  finished  with  non-absorbent  surface.  Something  has 
been  done  to  improve  our  sewerage  in  addition  to  the  work 
of  the  past  two  years.  Much  painting  has  been  done,  such 
work  being  necessary  to  keep  a  hospital  in  good  hygienic 
condition.  The  liinse-house,  which  was  fast  falling  to  pieces, 
has  been  demolished,  and  a  new  one  constructed,  slightly 
larger  and  more  convenient.  The  amount  of  work  we  are 
called  upon  to  do  in  the  disinfecting  and  purifying  ward  and 
body  clothing  is  very  large,  and  though  we  do  the  best  we 
can,  it  cannot  be  accomplished  properly  and  thoroughly 
without  a  larger  building,  proper  apparatus,  and  new  methods. 
Our  buildings  are  now  probably  in  a  better  condition,  and 
better  suited  to  quickly  and  safely  do  the  work  demanded, 
than  at  any  time  previous  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital. 

Some  exceptions  should  be  noted :  The  stable  is  in  a 
very  bad  condition.  Moving  elsewhere  or  securing  a  new 
one  is  only  the  question  of  a  brief  time.  I  cannot  present 
this  better  than  to  quote  from  my  last  report :  "  The 
present  condition  of  our  stable  is  so  poor  that  it  is  doubtful 
how  long  it  will  hold  together.  At  best  it  is  only  a  barrack, 
cold  and  leaky  in  winter,  with  no  drainage,  cramped,  and 
unsuited  for  our  use.  Occupied  eight  years  ago  as  a  tem- 
porary structure,  it  is  now  in  a  condition  requiring  speedy 
attention.  I  would  recommend  that  the  site  of  the  old 
stable  on  Albany  street,  with  as  much  additional  land  now 
in  the  possession  of  the  city  as  may  be  necessary,  be  taken 
for  a  new  stable  and  carriage-house.  In  the  rear  there 
should  be  annexed  a  building  for  the  making  of  soap  and  for 
storage  space ;  also  fire-proof  fumigating-rooms,  where 
infected  bedding  and  clothing  can  be  cleansed,  and  offensive 
matter  gathered.  A  building  could  be  arranged  and  con- 
structed so  as  to  combine  all  these  indispensable  wants  at 
small  cost.  The  expedients  to  which  we  now  resort  to  get 
on  with  this  work  are  primitive,  and  yet  costly,  inefficient, 
if  not  unsafe.     A  fumigating-house  is  an  affair  long  needed 
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by  us,  and  might,  if  thought  expedient,  be  used  by  the 
public. for  the  fumigation  of  infected  clothing  and  bedding, 
under  a  plan  similar  to  that  now  found  in  England,  under  the 
health  authorities." 

The  demand  for  new  and  more  commodious  accommoda- 
tions for  the  Out-Patient  Departments  remains  the  worst  feat- 
ure and  the  greatest  defect  in  meeting  the  demands  of  the  sick 
poor  not  requiring  admission  to  our  beds.  This  necessity 
has  been  urged  so  many  times  upon  your  Board,  by  the 
Hospital  staff  and  Superintendent,  that  I  can  only  call 
attention  to  my  previous  statements  and  recommendations. 

The  Training1  School  is  how  in  its  eighth  year.  The  most 
notable  event  of  the  hospital  year  is  the  erection  of  a  special 
building  to  accommodate  the  nurses. 

A  "  Nurses'  Home "  is  now  nearly  completed.  It  is 
located  on  our  grounds  on  Harrison  avenue  and  corner  of 
East  Springfield  street.  It  is  a  four-storied  brick  building, 
with  a  basement  entirely  above  ground.  The  building  is 
trimmed  with  red  freestone,  and  is  plain,  but  pleasing  in 
appearance.  It  is  100  ft.  long  by  38  ft.  wide,  and  58 
ft.  high.  Each  story  contains  rooms  upon  both  sides 
of  a  corridor  6  ft.  wide  running  lengthwise  the  building. 
On  the  first  floor,  at  the  right  of  entrance  hall,  are  double 
parlors,  one  26  ft.  X  14  ft.,  another  18  ft.  X  12  ft. 
These  are  so  arranged  that  they  can  be  used  together  or 
separated  by  folding-doors.  On  the  left  of  the  entrance  is 
a  small  reception-room.  On  this  floor  also  are  the  matron's 
sitting-room  and  bedroom,  conveniently  arranged.  The 
other  rooms  are  used  as  sleeping-rooms.  The  second,  third, 
and  fourth  stories  are  similar,  and  designed  entirely  for  sleep- 
ing-rooms. An  iron  staircase  at  each  end  affords  communica- 
tion, and  they  are  indestructible  in  case  of  fire.  Each  story 
has  a  large  toilet-room,  which  contains  two  bath-tubs,  two 
set  wash-bowls,  two  water-closets,  a  housemaid's  sink,  and  a 
slop-hopper.  These  arrangements  are  plain,  but  of  the  best 
and  most  approved  pattern  in  simplicity  and  utility.  They 
afford  the  most  favorable  facilities  for  personal  hygiene, 
which  is  so  necessary  for  the  good  plrysical  condition  of 
a  nurse.  There  is  also  on  each  story  a  linen  closet. 
The  rear  corner  room  of  each  story  are  "  double  "  sleeping- 
rooms  for  two  nurses,  14  ft.  square  ;  all  other  rooms,  both 
in  front  and  rear,  are  for  one  nurse  only.  These  rooms  are 
9  ft.  X  121-  ft.  The  basement  contains  a  kitchen,  20  ft.X  13 
ft.  6  in.,  and  will  be  supplied  with  range,  sinks,  and  conven- 
iences for  cooking.  There  is  also  an  adjoining  store-room  and 
a  pantry.  The  dining-room,  extending  along  the  front  of  the 
south  wing,  is  51  ft.  X  13  ft.  6  in.     There  is  a  large  room  for 
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the  storage  of  trunks,  two  others  for  general  stores,  and  a 
closet  for  soiled  linen.  The  boiler-room  is  in  the  rear  of 
the  centre  ;  it  has  a  horizontal  boiler  for  heating  the  build- 
ing, an  upright  one  for  heating  water,  with  a  copper  tank 
of  400  gallons'  capacity;  adjoining  is  the  coal-room.  The 
building  is  heated  both  by  direct  and  indirect  radiation, 
and  is  well  ventilated.  The  smoke-stack  of  the  heating 
boiler  is  placed  in  the  centre  of  a  ventilating  shaft  3  ft. 
square,  and  during  cold  weather  the  aspirating  power  of 
the  stack  will  ventilate  the  toilet-rooms  in  each  story.  The 
smoke-pipe  of  the  smaller  boiler  passes  into  a  ventilating 
shaft  4  ft.  X  2  ft.  adjoining  the  corridor  wall  ;  this  is  ex- 
pected to  ventilate  the  corridors.  There  is  an  ornamental 
fireplace  in  the  parlors,  the  matron's  room,  and  the  hall  op- 
posite the  entrance ;  also  in  each  of  the  eight  rear  corner 
sleeping-rooms.  Each  sleeping-room  has  a  glazed  transom 
over  the  door,  and  where  not  ventilated  by  a  fireplace, 
has  a  separate  ventilating  pipe  leading  to  large  galvanized 
iron  ventilators  on  the  roof.  By  these  various  means  it  is 
hoped  that  the  building  and  its  sleeping-rooms  will  furnish 
a  sufficient  supply  of  good  air,  frequently  renewed.  The 
floors  will  be  of  hard-pine.  The  building  is  now  near  com- 
pletion ;  the  furniture  has  been  contracted  for,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected we  shall  occupy  it  in  the  early  summer. 

The  Trustees  and  the  Trainino;  School  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated  on  the  near  completion  of  this  long-desired  addition,  and, 
as  far  as  can  now  be  judged,  it  will  admirably  suit  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  intended.  It  will  place  our  nurses  un- 
der the  best  conditions  necessary  to  properly  perform  duties 
which  always  bring  both  physical  and  mental  wear  and  tear. 

The  rooms  now  occupied  by  nurses  when  vacated,  will 
increase  our  accommodations  by  50  beds,  and  make  our 
capacity  425  beds. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  62  nurses,  and 
the  year  closes  with  the  same  number.  During  the  year 
17  nurses  have  completed  their  two  years'  course  of  training 
and  received  their  diplomas,  and  of  these  3  remain  as  head 
nurses.  Eight  pupils  have  resigned  for  lack  of  strength  or 
some  physical  disability ;  7  have  resigned  on  account  of 
family  demands  or  kindred  duties  ;  5  have  been  permitted 
to  resign  as  unsuitable  or  unreliable ;  3  have  been  dis- 
charged for  cause. 

Five  former  pupils  and  34  probationers  have  been  admit- 
ted. The  assistant  to  Superintendent  of  Nurses  and  8 
head  nurses  are  all  graduates  of  our  own  school ;  there  are 
also  7  assistant  nurses  acting  as  head  nurses,  38  assistants 
and  7  probationers. 
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The  instruction  by  lectures  and  class  recitations  has  been 
carried  on  as  heretofore,  and  the  course  in  many  ways  im- 
proved, and  better  opportunities  afforded.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Nurses  and  her  assistants  have  given  245  formal 
class  recitations  in  the  manuals  and  text-books,  and  134 
classes  in  massage.  There  have  been  given  12G  lessons  in 
sick-cookery  to  the  advanced  pupils,  at  the  Boston  Cooking 
School.

1  "  "  Burrell,  on  Emergencies;  making  a  total  of  33 
lectures  during  eight  months  of. the  Hospital  year.  The 
clinical  talks  to  nurses  at  the  bedside,  witnessing  and  assist- 
ing in  surgical  operations,  and  various  other  means,  have 
been  utilized  to  familiarize  nurses  with  such  duties  and  in- 
formation as  a  thoroughly  trained  nurse  should  possess. 
Written  and  oral  examinations  at  stated  periods  have  been 
continued.  The  greatest  reliance  in  training,  however,  is 
placed  upon  class  recitation  in  manuals  and  ward-work. 

The  tent  system  for  surgical  cases  has  been  continued  dur- 
ing the  warm  weather.  The  accommodations  are  sufficient 
for  fifty-six  patients,  and  the  beds  are  nearly  always  occu- 
pied. The  results  are  extremely  satisfactory  to  the  sur- 
geons, while  the  tent  life  is  gratifying  to  patients.  It  is 
desirable  that  our  tent  accommodations  should  be  further 
increased,  that  medical  cases,  especially  typhoid  fever,  may 
be  treated  by  the  same  method.  One  of  the  greatest  prob- 
lems in  hospital  construction  and  management  is  how  to 
secure   a   constant    and    liberal    supply    of    good    air,  free 
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from  pollution.  The  many  causes  of  vitiation  in  a  hospital 
ward  are  at  once  removed  by  placing  the  patients  in  tents. 

The  gratitude  of  the  management  as  well  as  of  patients  is 
due  the  numerous  friends  of  the  Hospital  in  their  endeavor 
to  comfort  the  sick.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
clergymen,  Hospital  readers,  and  visitors,  who,  by  cheerful 
counsel  and  personal  attention,  have  aided  in  a  moral  and 
social  way  to  relieve  the  tedious  hours  of  those  here  by 
misfortune.  The  Hospital  Newspaper  Society,  the  Flower 
Mission,  the  quartettes  who  sing  in  the  wards  on  Sunday, 
deserve  special  thanks. 

My  sincere  acknowledgments  are  due  the  members  of  the 
medical  and  surgical  statf  for  advice  and  assistance.  Those 
associated  with  me  in  the  work  of  the  year  are  entitled  to 
a  grateful  recognition,  for  they  merit  no  small  share  of 
credit  in  its  success. 

In  presenting  my  sixth  annual  report  to  the  Trustees  I 
desire  to  express  my  acknowledgment  of  their  official  sup- 
port and  continued  indulgence.

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BEQUESTS. 


Goodnow  Fund.  ; —  Elisha  Goodnow,  of  South  Boston, 
who  died  the  year  1851,  and  whose  will  is  dated  July  12, 
1849,  bequeathed  to  the  city  "all  the  rest  and  residue  of  his 
estate,  real  and  personal,  not  otherwise  disposed  of,"  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing,  in  the  Eleventh  or  Twelfth  Wards 
of  the  city,  a  Hospital  for  the  sick  ;  one-half  of  said  funds  to 
be  applied  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  free  beds, 
which  should  always  be  at  the  disposal  and  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Officers  of  the  Government  of  said  Hospital  for  the 
time  being.  Under  this  will  the  city  came  into  possession 
of  certain  real  estate  situated  on  Cross  street,  which  has  been 
disposed  of,  and  has  produced  the  sum  of  $16,500,  which  has 
been  invested  in  City  of  Boston  Six  percent.  Stock.  Also  a 
lot  of  land  on  Third  street,  South  Boston,  containing  6, 683^ 
feet,  which  was  disposed  of  in  1867  for  $4,623.25,  of  which 
$4,000  has  been  invested  in  City  of  Boston  Five  per  cent. 
Stock,  and  the  balance  ($633.25)  remained  in  the  City 
Treasury  at  interest  until  it  amounted  to  $1,000,  and  was 
invested  in  a  City  of  Boston  Six  per  cent.  Currency  Note. 
The  $10,000  deposited  by  the  Executors  of  Mr.  Goodnow, 
June  22,  1852,  with  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insur- 
ance Company,  the  interest  upon  which  is  to  be  paid  to  the 
widow,  will,  upon  her  decease,  be  distributed  as  follows  :  — 

$500  to  the  Penitent  Females'  Refuge. 

$5,000  to  City  of  Boston;  income  to  be  expended  for  the 
relief  of  sick  and  infirm  persons. 

$4,500  to  be  added  to  the  fund  heretofore  provided  for  the 
support  of  free  beds  in  the  City  Hospital. 

Nichols  Fund.  —  Lawrence  Nichols,  who  died  in  Sep- 
tember, 1862,  made  the  following  bequest  to  the  city  :  "I 
give  to  the  City  of  Boston,  towards  the  establishment  and 
endowment  of  a  City  Hospital,  in  case  such  Hospital  shall 
have  been  established  at  the  time  of  my  decease,  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars."  And  in  case  such  Hospital  should 
not  have  been  established  by  the  city  at  the  time  of  his  de- 
cease, he  directed  the  same  amount  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company,  and  suf- 
fered to  accumulate,  by  the  addition  of  interest,  until  such  a 
Hospital  should  be  established. 

The  executor  of  the  will,  Wm.  Perkins,  Esq.,  has  paid 
into  the  treasury  nine  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  and 
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twenty-five  cents  ($937.25),  being  the  amount  devised,  less 
the  Internal  Revenue  Tax  on  the  same,  and  $530.50,  as 
one  of  the  "  residuary  legatees  in  the  United  States"  from 
the  surplus  remaining  undisposed  of.  The  $937.25,  with  the 
accumulated  interest  thereon,  has  been  invested  in  acertifi- 
cateof'City  Stock  for  $1,000.  The  balance  ($530.50)  re- 
mained at  interest  until  it  amounted  to  $1,000,  and  was 
invested  in  a  City  of  Boston  Six  per  cent.  Currency  Note. 

Noecross  Fund.  — 1868,  January  1.  The  trustees  re- 
ceived the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  from  Hon.  Otis 
Noeceoss,  as  the  foundation  of  a  fund  for  the  benefit  of  pa- 
tients leaving  the  Hospital  poor  and  destitute  of  proper 
clothing.  The  principal  sum  is  invested  in  a  City  of  Boston 
interest-bearing  note,  to  be  deposited  with  the  City  Auditor, 
the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  collected  annually  or  oftener, 
and  paid  over  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for 
the  time  being,  of  the  City  Hospital,  to  be  by  him  expended 
at  his  discretion  for  the  benefit  and  temporary  assistance  of 
those  patients  who  are  in  his  judgment  deserving,  and  who 
are  destitute  of  proper  clothing  in  which  to  leave  the  Hos- 
pital, and  having  no  means  of  procuring  it.

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HOUSE   RULES. 

WITH  RULES   FOR  ADMISSION    AND    DISCHARGES    AND    GOV- 
ERNMENT OF  PATIENTS;  ALSO   RULES    FOR  VISITORS. 


House  Rules. 


All  employes  shall  be  in  their  respective  places  during  the 
hours  of  duty. 

The  doors  and  gates  of  the  Hospital  will  be  closed  at  10 
o'clock  P.M.,  at  which  time  all  inmates  shall  be  quiet,  and 
all  not  on  duty  shall  be  in  their  rooms. 

A  record  shall  be  kept  of  all  persons  entering  the  Hos- 
pital between  the  hours  of  10  P.M.  and  7.30  A.M. 

No  employes  shall  be  absent  from  the  Hospital,  except  as 
permitted  by  special  rules  or  by  the  Superintendent. 

The  use  of  tobacco,  wine,  and  intoxicating  liquors  is  pro- 
hibited within  the  Hospital,  unless  prescribed  by  a  Physician 
or  Surgeon. 

All  profane  and  obscene  language,  loud  talking,  and  in- 
civility are  prohibited. 

All  employes  shall  observe  such  further  rules  and  direc- 
tions for  their  conduct  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  estab- 
lished. 

Admission  of  Patients. 

Applications  for  admission  of  patients  may  be  made  at  the 
Hospital  on  each  day  of  the  week,  Sunday  excepted,  between 
9  and  12  o'clock  A.M. 

Whenever  able  the  patient  shall  apply  in  person.  When 
not  able  to  appear  in  person,  on  application  made  by  a  friend, 
the  patient  may  be  visited  at  his  residence. 

Any  Trustee,  or  either  of  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons  in 
attendance,  may,  in  case  of  emergency,  send  a  patient  in  the 
first  instance  to  the  Hospital  by  written  permit. 

Persons  accidentally  wounded,  or  otherwise  disabled  or 
injured,  shall  be  received  at  all  hours. 

Permits  for  admission  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Visiting  Committee,  and  the  Committee  shall,  except 
as  above,  have  power  at  any  time  to  require  the  Superintend- 
ent to  report  to  them  the  names  of  applicants  before  admit- 
ting them,  and  may  dismiss  any  patient  whom  they  think 
improperly  admitted,  or  change  the  terms  of  admission. 

Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Trustees  to  the  privileges 
of  the  Hospital  at  such  rates  of  board  as  the  Trustees  may, 
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from  time  to  time,  determine,  payment  for  such  board  being 
secured  by  the  friends  of  the  patients  or  by  the  authorities 
of  the  city  or  town  to  which  the  patients  belong. 

Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  the  circum- 
stances of  the  patient  will  warrant  it,  the  whole  or  a  part  of 
the  board  shall  be  paid.  If  separate  apartments,  or  articles 
not  usually  furnished  at  the  Hospital,  are  provided,  such 
payment  shall  be  made  therefor  as  the  Trustees  shall  deem 
reasonable. 

No  person  having  acute  venereal  disease,  or  alcoholism, 
shall  be  admitted  except  as  a  paying  patient. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  whose  case 
is  judged  to  be  incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms, 
which  are  deemed  capable  of  being  relieved. 

Discharge  of  Patients. 

Patients  shall  be  discharged  by  the  Superintendent  as 
before  provided. 

Patients  discharged  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Physi- 
cians or  Surgeons  shall  be  provided  with  a  certificate,  stating 
their  condition  at  the  time  of  discharge,  whether  cured, 
relieved,  or  not  relieved,  which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Superintendent. 

Whenever  a  patient  is  removed  from  the  Hospital  without 
the  approval  of  the  Superintendent,  a  written  statement  to 
that  effect  shall  be  required  from  any  person  assuming  the 
responsibility  of  the  removal. 

In  case  of  the  decease  of  a  patient  the  Superintendent  shall 
sign  the  death-certificate.  He  shall  also  state  the  time  aud 
cause  of  death,  the  disposition  made  of  the  body,  whether 
delivered  to  friends  or  buried  from  the  Hospital,  in  which 
latter  case  he  shall  mention  the  place  of  interment. 

The  body  of  any  person  dying  at  the  Hospital  shall  not  be 
delivered  without  a  written  receipt  from  the  parties  taking 
the  same. 

Government  of  Patients. 

Patients  shall  implicitly  observe  all  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital. 

Patients  shall  be  in  their  proper  places  in  the  wards  during 
the  visit  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  always  by 
7.30  o'clock  P.M.,  unless  specially  excused  by  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

Such  free  patients  as  are  able  shall  assist  in  nursing,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  may  be  reasonably  required  of 
them. 
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No  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  grounds  without  a  pass 
from  the  Superintendent,  nor  his  ward  without  the  consent 
of  the  nurse  in  charge. 

No  patient  shall  purchase,  or  caused  to  be  purchased  for 
him,  any  article  of  food  whatsoever,  nor  any  other  article, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

Profane  and  obscene  language,  loud  talking,  and  incivility 
are  prohibited. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  clergymen  of  their  own  selec- 
tion, and  any  wish  for  the  performance  of  a  particular  relig- 
ious rite  shall  be  indulged  when  practicable. 

Complaints,  for  whatever  cause,  may  be  made  to  the  Super- 
intendent or  Visiting  Committee,  and  when  reasonable  shall 
be  by  them  reported  to  the  Trustees. 

Visitors. 

No  person  shall  visit  any  part  of  the  premises,  except  on 
business,  or  at  such  times  as  may  be  fixed  for  the  reception 
of  visitors,  without  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent,  or 
of  some  one  of  the  Trustees. 

On  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  of  each 
week,  from  2  to  3  o'clock  P.M.,  friends  may  be  permitted 
to  visit  patients,  though  no  patient  shall  receive  more  than 
two  visitors  on  the  same  day.  In  all  cases,  however,  the 
Trustees  or  Superintendent  may  exercise  discretionary  pow- 
ers as  to  excluding  or  admitting-  visitors. 

All  visitors  shall  leave  the  Hospital  when  the  bell  rings  at 
the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 

No  visitor  shall  take  any  meal  in  the  Hospital,  or  pass  the 
night  therein,  without  permission  from  the  Superintendent  or 
one  of  the  Trustees. 

No  visitor  shall  be  allowed  to  give  any  artice  of  food  or 
drink  to  a  patient,  unless  by  permission  of  the  nurse ;  and 
any  article  sent  to  a  patient  shall  be  left  with  the  Superin- 
tendent. 
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THE  BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL  TRAINTXG-SCHOOL 
FOR  NURSES. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  are  prepared  to 
give  a  two  years'  course  of  training  to  women  desirous  of 
becoming  professional  nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  receive  such  a  course  of  instruction 
must  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital, 
Boston. 

The  most  desirable  age  for  candidates  is  from  twenty-three 
to  thirty-five  years  ;  they  must  be  in  sound  health,  and  must 
send  with  their  application  a  certificate  from  two  responsible 
persons  (one  a  physician)  as  to  their  good  character  and 
good  health.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Hospital,  and  the  approval  of  the  Trustees,  they 
will  be  received  for  one  month  on  probation.  During  this 
month  they  are  boarded  and  lodged,  and  have  their  laundry 
work  done  at  the  Hospital,  but  receive  no  compensation. 

The  Superintendent  of  Nurses  has  charge  of  the  Training- 
School,  under  the  authority  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  nurses  are 
subject  to  the  rules  of  the  Hospital.  Their  fitness  for  the 
work,  and  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  dismissing  them  at 
the  end  of  the  month  of  trial ,  are  determined  by  the  author- 
ities in  charge  of  the  school,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Trustees  ;  and  the  same  authorities  can,  in  like  manner,  dis- 
charge them  at  any  time,  in  case  of  misconduct  or  ineffi- 
ciency. They  reside  in  the  Hospital,  and  serve  as  assistant 
nurses  in  its  wards. 

All  nurses  are  required  to  be  sober,  honest,  truthful, 
trustworthy,  punctual,  quiet,  orderly,  cleanly,  neat,  patient, 
kind,  and  cheerful. 

Course  of  Training. 

Those  fulfilling  the  conditions  of  the  probationary  month 
are  accepted  as  pupils.  They  must  sign  a  written  agreement 
to  remain  at  school  for  two  years,  and  to  conform  to  the 
rules. 

The  instruction  includes  :  — 

1.  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  and  wounds, 
and  preparation  and  applying  of  fomentations,  poultices,  and 
minor  dressings. 

2.  Cupping,  leeching,  and  subsequent  treatment. 
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3.  The  administering  of  enemas,  and  use  of  the  female 
catheter. 

4.  The  applying  of  friction  to  the  body  and  extremities 
in  the  best  method. 

5.  The  management  of  helpless  patients  in  bed,  in  mov- 
ing, changing  bed  and  body  linen,  giving  baths,  keeping 
patients  warm  or  cool,  prevention  and  dressing  bed-sores, 
managing  position,   etc.,   and  in  feeding. 

6.  The  making  of  bandages  and  rollers,  preparation  of 
splints,  etc.,  and  bandaging. 

7.  The  making  of  beds  and  changing  sheets,  etc.,  with 
patients  in  bed. 

8.  The  cooking,  preparing,  and  serving  of  food  and  deli- 
cacies for  the  sick. 

They  are  also  given  some  instruction  in  the  best  practical 
methods  of  supplying  fresh  air,  warming  and  ventilating 
sick-rooms  in  a  proper  manner,  and  are  taught  to  take 
proper  care  of  rooms  and  wards;  in  keeping  all  utensils 
perfectly  clean  and  disinfected,  etc.  ;  to  observe  the  sick 
accurately  in  regard  to  the  state  of  the  secretions,  expec- 
torations, pulse,  breathing,  skin,  temperature,  eruptions, 
sleep,  mental  condition  as  to  delirium,  stupor,  etc.,  con- 
dition of  wounds,  appetite,  effect  of  diet  or  of  stimulants  and 
medicine,  and  the  managing  of  convalescents. 

The  instruction  is  given  mainly  by  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Training-School  and  by  the  head  nurses.  Lectures, 
recitations,  and  demonstrations  also  take  place  at  stated 
periods  by  the  Hospital  staff  and  house  officers.  Exami- 
nations, chiefly  upon  practical  points,  will  take  place  from 
time  to  time. 

The  pupils  are  employed  as  assistant  nurses  in  the  wards 
of  the  Hospital,  and  are  paid  ten  dollars  ($10)  per  month 
during  the  first  year,  and  fourteen  dollars  ($14)  per  month 
during  the  second  year,  for  their  clothing  and  personal  ex- 
penses. This  sum  is  in  no  wise  intended  as  wages,  it  being 
considered  that  their  education  during  this  time  is  a  full 
equivalent    for  their  services. 

They  are  required  to  wear  at  all  times,  while  on  duty  in 
the  wards,  the  Training-School  uniform  dress. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  completed,  the  nurses 
thus  trained  receive  (after  final  examinations)  diplomas 
certifying  to  the  regular  course  of  training,  their  knowledge 
of  nursing,  and  their  ability. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any 
nurse  or  pupil  with  the  school  for  any  reason  which  may  be 
deemed  sufficient.

own  handwriting,  and  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  City 
Hospital,  Boston,  Mass.

10.  Have  you  any  tendency  to  pulmonary  complaint? 

11.  If  a  widow,  have  you  children  ?     How  many?     Their 

ages?     How  are  they  provided  for? 

12.  Are  you  otherwise  free  from  domestic  responsibility,  so 

that  you  are  not  liable  to  be  called  away? 

13.  Where   (if  any)   was  your  last    situation?     How  long- 

were  you  in  it? 

14.  The  names  in  full  and  addresses  of  two  persons  not  of 

your  own  kindred  to  be  referred  to.  State  how  long 
each  has  known  you.
